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TRYS T SHOOTING 
MYSTERY STILL 
PUZZLES POLICE 


A ‘day of questioning, both by the po- 
lice and assistant state’s attorneys, 
yesterday failed to shake the stories 
of Bruno Baumgartner and his sweet- 
heart, Caroline Jankowskt, regarding 
the killing of Stephen Albin of 2120 
North Leamington avenue, Wednesday 
night. Baumgartner and Miss Jankow- 
ski were seated in the parked car when 
Albin and two other men, Baumgartner 
says, tried to steal the car. 

The police were unable to undcbdver 
any other motive for the shooting than 
that advanced by Baumgartner. Baum-

At the state’s attorney's office both 
Baumgartner and Miss Jankowski re- 
peated in detail the story they had 
told immediately following their ar- 
rest. That was that they were spoon- 
ing in the rear seat of Baumgartner’s 
car in front of the girl’s home at 
5128 Medill avenue; when three men 
passed by. One of the men, Miss 
Jankowski said, evidently thought the 
car deserted, climbed quickly into the 
front seat, and was toying with,the 
keys when ‘she screamed. The man 
started toa jump out, she said, and 
Baumgartner fired.

Polish Forces to Face 
Russians in Galicia.

BUCHAREST, May 22.—The Rou- 
manian general staff decided today to 
hold big military maneuvers in Bessa- 
rabia in September. Poland, which 
has a defensive alliance with Rou- 
mania, also has decided to hold ma- 
neuvers in Galicia near the Russian 
frontier about the same time as a 
warning to Russia. 

Against 300,000 well trained and well 
equipped Roumanian and Polish 
troops which will be used for this dem- 
onstration the French, British and 
American military observers along the 
frontier unanimously agree that the 
Ruesia of today cannot maintain in 
the field more than 100,000 fully 
equipped troops. Behind these front- 
line troops there would not be any 
pervice of supply whatever. At the 
present time 300,000 troops are urgent- 
ly needed in Bokhara and other dis- 
tricts where there is much unrest. 

The Turkish government, which is 
now negotiating for a defensive al- 
liance against Russia with Roumania 
and Poland, will also be urged to hold 
maneuvers tn the Caucasus, where 
Turkey wishes a méore favorable 
frontier. 

Alm at Rassian Terror. 


The Roumanian and Polish general 
staffs, particularly the former, have 
decided to make this demonstration be- 
cause of the Russian menaces. 

For five years the bolsheviks have 
had a pinpricking policy against Rou- 
mania along the Bessarabian frontier. 


For example, Gen. Budenny, former 


Cossack sergeant in the czarist army, 
who is now commanding 20,000 bol- 
shevik troops along the Dneicter 
frontier, is constantly making mys-, 
terious maneuvers and displays of 
these troops in order to simply alarm 

The Roumanian staff therefore has 
decided to send 150,000 troops to Bes- 


-sarabia in September and to maneuver 


them along the Pneister under the 
eyes of the bolsheviks on the other 
side. There will be a large. demon- 
stration; they will use airplanes, 
tanks, armored cars, gas and heavy 
guns. It will be technically maneuv- 
ers for training the reserve officers. 
The Polish demonstration will be car-

Reporters should aspire to be good 
salesmen rather than good literati, . 
Harvey Deuell, managing editor ol 
the Liberty Magazine, told the stw 
dents of the Medill School of Journal 
ism last night. ; 

“ And it’s infinitely more difficult,” 
he added, “since it involves a knowl 
edge of life and men. 

“ First of all, a reporter must ‘ sell 
himself’ to the persons from whom hé¢ 
wants information. He must show 


,}them that even if he doesn’t speak 


their vernacular he at least thinkd 

their thoughts, understands theit 

viewpoint. Then he must convince 

them that it is to their personal ad. 

vantage to give him the information ~ 
he wants—and in most of the ‘best’ 

stories this is extremely difficult.”’

When he has obtained the informa 
tion he must turn salesman again and 
“sell’’ his news to the public—mak¢e 
them like what he has to tell them. 
Four things, according to Mr. Dew 
ell, determine a person's tastes—age 
wealth, education, and sex. 
He then placed by statistics the “ 
“average reader” so far as age ig 


‘concerned. Until the age of 11 “ voll

Dr. Stone Makcs Address. 


Dr. John Timothy Stone made the 
first nominating speech. He named

Their lncary, ‘whether secular or pious, 
was that the “ lower classes” had only 
to leave off strong drink, save their pen- 
nies, and go to Sabbath school to make 
this a perfectly lovely world. 

Maybe their stuff was fundamentally 
sound as to its economics, but some of 
the thrift and self-help books of that 
day are simost appalling to a man of 
this age. If such a submissive psychol- 
cgy had been adopted by the American 
people we would have become more 
“Chinese” than the Chinese are sup- 
posed to be, even with Chinese exclusion. 
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Against these pallid and goody-goody 
ideals the labor movement upheld some 
of the older and more masculine tradi- 
tions of our varied but kindred breeds.
